ple," the City Council Tuesdoy 
night unanimously adopted 
resolutions and introduced an 
ordinance of intention to form 
a Vehicle Parking District in 
Sierra Madre. 

The ordinance will be given 
its second and final reading 
July 13 prior to its anticipated 
adoption. Following that, ac¬ 
cording to City Atty. T. Guy 
Cornyn, condemnation pro¬ 
cedures or other measures for 
acquisition of the three pro¬ 
posed off-street parking lots 
will go forward immediately. 

After a lengthy public hear¬ 
ing, Ray Lindeman of the Los 
Angeles law firm of O’Melveny 
and Meyers, counsel for the 
proceedings, and City Engineer 
L. Frederick Pack, under oath, 
declared the written and oral 
protests to be considerably 
short of a majority of the total 
area Involved in the assessment 
district, and the council to be 
within its rights in over-ruling 
and denying them.

Written or oral protests were 
recorded from the following: 
Russell and Maude Dumas, 
Helen R. Keating, Dr. Nathan 
.Jacobs, Robert Clark, C. N. Mor- 
ri.son, Ted Davis, a Mrs. Ren- 
shaw of Arcadia, Mrs. Pearl 
Nash, E. W. Ward, Elizabeth 
Steinberger, and F. E. Williams. 

They variously charged that 
tlie proposed parking plan is 
impractical, too heavy a cost 
for too small an area, the bene¬ 
fit negligible for those who al¬ 
ready provide customer parking 
facilities and that creation of 
an east-west street above Es- 
peranza and affording another 
link between S. Baldwin and 
Hermosa would alleviate con¬ 
gestion and be a more desirable 
alternative. It also was brought 
out that maintenance of the 
parking lots may necessitate 
future assessments. 

Miss Steinberger, chairman of 
the City Planning Commission, 
protested that the off-street 
parking lots still would not re¬ 
lieve the congestion caused on 
business streets by “beer, bread 
and vegetable trucks making 
deliveries.” 

Proponents Speak Up 
Strongly advocating creation 
of the parking district as orig¬ 
inally petitioned in January by 
property owners representing 
more than 60 per cent of the 
assessed area were Sam Perlof,

Neale told the council, “If we 
let these lots get away from us 
now we’ll never have such an 
opportunity again and in 10 
years Sierra Madre will be a 
little side lane.” 

Morgan pointed out the 
urgency of providing ample 
customer parking here with the 
Shopping Bag market and seven 
other stores scheduled to open 
next month on the neighboring 
Pasadena corner just across 
Michillinda. 

Councilmen Speok 

Roberts, in voting, said he 
advocated the parking plan as 
an owner and a renter although 
the district would cost him in 
the neighborhood of $5000. Pratt 
warned against shortsighted¬ 
ness now which, he predicted, 
could make Sierra Madre 
“ghost town material for Mr. 
Knott.” 

The $50,000 assessment for 
the district represents the legal 
limit of 35 per cent of the total 
assessed valuation, Lindeman 
pointed out.

It is unfair to say the investi¬ 
gation resulted in no conclu¬ 
sions. Most of the millions who 
watched and listened concluded 
that no investigation should be 
conducted as that one was. A 
Senate gv House investigation 
should be conduote* with the 
dignity of a Federal Court, with 
established rules to protect the 
rights of all concerned. In a 
Federal Court any accusation 
by inference—such as the re¬ 
peated inference that Cohn was 
excluded from a place Commu¬ 
nists was allowed to enter— 
would be stricken from the rec¬ 
ord on the ground that there 
was no evidence that any Com¬ 
munist had ever been in there. 
In a Federal Court no witness 
for either side would be al¬ 
lowed to dodge a direct ques¬ 
tion by making a speech. Most 
of us also concluded that the 
charges and counter-charges 
should have been investigated 
by some other committee rather 
than the one whose own chair¬ 
man was under fire.

Citizens for Water 
Make Suggestions 

In the April 13 muncipal 
election, a proposition tm issue 
bonds in the amount of $rl0,000 
to partially finance water sys¬ 
tem additions and improve¬ 
ments estimated at $280,700 and 
recommended by James M. 
Montgomery, consulting engi¬ 
neer, was defeated by 170 votes. 

On May 4 a public meeting 
was held at which a report and 
recommendations by A1 S. Myers, 
former City Water department 
superintendent, was discussed 
and compared with Montgom¬ 
ery’s appraisal and recommen¬ 
dations which had cost the City 
$5000. The Meyers’ contention’ 
and that of a group of citizens, 
was that necessary repairs and 
improvements could be achiev¬ 
ed without issuance of bonds 
or increase in water rates. 

A Citizens Committee for 
Water, resulting from this 
meeting, undertook a further 
study of the situation, and after 
a series of public meetings, the 
committee, A. L. Draeger, chair¬ 
man, submitted to the City on 
June 15, a 3800-word report and 
recommendations, now under 
study by the City council.

The Calord corporation came 
to Sierra Madre in March, 1954, 
establishing an office and as¬ 
sembly shop in the old post- 
office building at 25 S. Baldwin 
and in a few short months has 
become a busy and integral 
part of the local business scene. 

The company manufactures 
and sells new type watering 
system kits suitable for home 
owners as well as commercial 
growers. The product, which be¬ 
comes a permanent installation, 
is called Aqua-Save and was 
designed and patented by Nor¬ 
man A. MacLeod (a Scotsman) 
of Altadena. 

Humidifies, Cools Also 
In addition to being used for 
sub-soil irrigation or overhead 
watering, the device is an ef¬ 
fective humidifier much appre¬ 
ciated by growers of fuchsias, 
begonias, orchids and other 
shade plants. It also serves to 
cool patios and other outdoor 
living areas by evaporation of 
the fine misty spray. 

Thrift Is a keyword for 
Aqua-Save, its developer prom¬ 
ising that it saves time, worK, 
plants and water while keeping 
the plants watered properly— 
never dry, never drowned, he 
says.

MacLeod is vice-president 
and general manager of the 
Calord operation, assisted by 
Albert B. Sturges of South 
Pasadena controller, and A.
